What good thing shall I do that 
I may have eternal life,” had 
youth glowing with health and 
ambitions; he had wealth which 
if rightly used gained is an 
honor to man releasing him

The use of 
th word ‘verily’ indicates that 
what is about to be said is of 
great importance. Great riches 
furnish great temptations as it 
l makes one feel so well provided 
for that he does not need God; 
he may use his money power 
with such authority as to make 
himself a sort of god; he may 
become, conceited and selfish 
without knowing it, covering up 
this sin with what might be 
called a liberal giving to worthy 
causes. Jesus uses a figure of 
speech common to his day to in­ 
dicate the next to an impossible 
thing—a camel going through a 
needle’s eye. However there are 
many Old Testament characters 
that had considerable earthly 
possessions 
and 
they 
were 
counted in the kingdom. It is e 
question of what is one’s heart’s 
desire, the dominant motive, the 
greatest object of love. 
Vs. 25, 26. “And when the dis­ 
ciples hear it, they were aston­ 
ished greatly saying, who then 
can be saved? And Jesus looking 
upon them said to them, With 
men this is impossible; but with 
God all things are possible." 
Salvation is not works but the 
result of the grace of God which 
is given on conditions of making 
Christ first.

The open cou ntry remains clean. No wonder big 
city popu lations are spreading ou t now insted 
of growing denser. Civ ilization is fleeing 
from 
the dirt it makes.

For pu rposes of illu stration, we will say the 
dealer’s profit is 15 per cent, or $75 ,00Q. 
If the people send away for this $5 00,000 worth 
of goods all of the money they send away will 
stay away . We will nev er see it again. 
If, on the other hand, the people bu y those 
goods from local dealers, the only money to be 
sent away will be the wholesale cost of the goods 
and the transportation charges. 
The 15 per cent profit will remain at home, as 
well as the ov erhead ex penses, su ch as clerical 
hire, insu rance, heat, light, and v ariou s other 
items. ^ 
Keeping that money at home does two import­ 
ant things. It increases the money in circu lation 
at home, and it giv es employ ment to local people. 
People who are in the habit of patronizing their 
home merchants 
inv ariably hav e a better and 
more prosperou s commu nity than those who hav e 
the catalogu e habit. 
These are facts worth looking in the face.

Prison board members said it

The waiting rooms 
and vestibules of the prison 
were not large enough to hold 
the, crowd awaiting a chance to 
beg for relief for some friend or 
relative.

were branded them in support of ^ 
clemency pleas. In one instance,, 
that involving an assertion that 
a 9-year-old" girl.^as permitted 
to..ruri loose hi' attpwri .when she-^_ 
should' be confined, the board "i- 
ordered an investigation, declar- ' 
.ing that if the facts were borne \' 
out, impeachment proceedings" - 
against the prosecutor should be 
taken.

CLEAN AIR. 


It is suggested tliat one of the reasons why 


some industrial cities are not making so good a 
showing .as they expected in the new census is 
their dirty .atmosphere. 
/ 


1 The ordinary city with factories and railroads 
is overhung by an almost continuous cloud, of 
smoke and soot. This means dirt spreading over 
everything and noxious gases poisoning the .air. 
It means big cleaning bills and bad health con- 
ditions. It means a constant 
struggle to be 


respectable. 


Much of this filth can be avoided by totalling 


'modern smoke consumers, which pay for them- 
selves in fuel economy while refraining from 
fouling the air. Yet even when the fuel is com- 
pletely consumed, there remains a residue of fine 
ashes which rise and sift visibly over everything, 
making an unavoidable deposit of dust, penetrat- 
ing the inmost recesses of every home. 


The small cities remain comparatively clean. 


The open country remains clean. No wonder big 
city populations are spreading out now insted 
of growing denser. Civilisation is fleeing from 
Hie dirt it makes. 


MESST COINAGE. 


President Hoover has done no harm, and some 


good, by vetoing a bill for the coinage of a half- 
dollar in celebration of the G.adsden purchase. 
That is the deal by which the United States in 
1853 
acquired from Mexico for $10,000,000 the 


southern part of Arizona and New Mexico. 


The acquisition is worth celebrating, but as the 


President thinks, there may be better ways. He 
doesn't want to mess up the coinage any more. 
In the last 10 years there have been 15 such-coins 


issued. That makes, confusion and encourages 
counterfeiting. The national coinage should "be 
kept pure and simple.

When a~merchant sells an article he makes 


a certain profit over and above the wholesale 
cost of the goods, the transportation, and the 
cost of handling. This rule applies the world 
over. 
" 


Suppose the people of this community have 


$500,000 to spend within a given length of time. 


Is it better to keep the profits at home and in 


circulation among us, or is it wiser to send it all 
away? 
v 


For purposes of illustration, we will say the 


dealer's profit is 15 per cent, or $75,00.2. 


If the people send away for this $500,000 worth 


of goods all of the money they send away 'will 
stay away. We will never see it again. 


If, on the other hand, the people buy those 


goods from'local dealers, the only money to be 
sent away will be the wholesale cost of the goods 
and the transportation charges. 


The 15 per cent profit will remain at home, as 


well as the overhead expenses, such as clerical 
hire, insurance, heat, light, -and various other 
items. _ 


Keeping that money at home does two import- 


ant things. It increases the money in circulation 
at home, and it gives employment to local people. 


People who are in the habit of patronizing their 


home merchants invariably have a better and 
more prosperous community than those who have 
the catalogue habit. 


These are facts worth looking in the face.
